Effective Performance in Candidates is the name of the project de- 
veloped by Jeff Aldrich, a graduate student of government. It allows 
computer users to view county agendas, financial disclosure state- 
ments, minutes of board meetings, voting results and other information 
by dialing a number to a data base that transmits computerized docu- 


“If Jeff gets this program going where he wants it, contemporary 
politics will be as obsolete as the politics of the 1900's — whistle stops 
from the back of tains,” said CSUS government professor Gene 
Shoemaker. “All scientific breakthrough in communication cannot be 
stopped. Government by secrecy is not going to make it.” 

With all the talk of shallow campaigns, negative advertising and 
incumbency advantage, Aldrich believes it is time for a change. He said 
EPIC Democracy or “Microtution” is a constitutionally protected nght 
of the American people, and if exercised by the people, would force 
more elected public representatives to change their ways. 

“The process creates representative accountability, increased voter 
awareness, reduced campaign symbolism and a genuine sense of con- 
stituent control over their government,”said Shoemaker. 

Aldrich started the EPIC program about a month ago and now has 
access to official Solano County documents, including Fair Political 
Practices Commission reports from 1988 and 1989. He hopes to have 


“We will know who paid for their campaigns, the way they vote, and 
then make an informed intelligent opinion,” said Aldrich. “It is the only 
way to leave the good guys up there and the bad guys out.” 

Aldrich was inspired and guided by Shoemaker, whose work on 
constitutional theory resulted in the War Powers Act, a law which pre-

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The California State Student Associa- 
tion legislative committee voted Saturday 
to sponsor a bill that would allow student 
parking fees to pay for alternate transporta- 
tion programs. 

The legislative staff, reporting to the 
committee, updated the status of a CSSA- 
sponsored bill that would form a frame- 
work for systemwide CS U policy on educa- 
tional equity. 

Also, the staff outlined plans of the CSSA 
campaign for Proposition 111, known as 
the Gann Spending Limit Adjustment, to 
the committee. 

The legislation, Assembly Bill 2625, 
would route parking fines and forfeiture 
revenues away from parking lot mainte- 
nance operations and channel the funds to 
alternative transportation programs, accord- 
ing toa CSSA analysis. It would also allow 
parking fees to subsidize alternative pro- 
grams after revenue bonds are paid in full. 

According to the analysis, “Parking

AB 2625 would als) require campuses 
to allow disabled studeints access to faculty 
and staff designated spaces or metered 
parking lots, according to the anaiysis. 

The CSSA legislative staff is in the 
process of finding an author to introduce a 
bill on educational equity. There is cur- 
rently no systemwide policy on racism, 
according to David dawkins, CSSA legis- 
lative director. 

The legistation would require CSU and 
UC to regularly provide reports that would 
reflect analysis of institutional equity. The 
reports would be evaluated by the Califor- 
nia Postsecondary Education Commission 
which would report further to the legisla- 
ture. 

CSSA is also forming campus-based 
steering commitiees to conduct campaigns 
for Proposition 111, according to Dana 


Mitchill, CSSA legislative advocate. The 
legislative committee voted to focus on 
Proposition 111, although other campaigns 
will focus on Proposition 108, a bond issue 
which the California secretary of state said 
must be coniained on a separate proposi- 
tion. 

The time limit for the fee increase cap 
expires this year, Mitchill said, and the 
governor has promised to raise the fees to 
tuition level if the Gann Spending Limit is 
not adjusted. 

According to aCSUS issue brief, “Propo- 
sition 111 amends the state’s constitutional 
spending limit formula to include popula- 
tion increases and growth in California’s 
personal income, rather than the present 
formula which uses i 


represents CSU students. The association is 
governed by a board of directors composed 
of a student representative from each CSU 
campus. CSSA has offices in Sacramento 
and Long Beach, each siaffed with a full 
time staff. 






The board of directors and other stu- 
den:s from CSU campuses met Sunday ai 
the state capitol for a legislative conference 
as they prepared to lobby legislators for the 
parking bill and additional Cal Grant money 
to offset expected fee increases. 

The parking bill, introduced by Assem- 
blyman Richard Katz, would change the | 
education code, the penal code and the fines 
and forfeiture policy, according to Hawk- 
ins. 

The CSU system decided in 1947 that 
bonds and fees would be used to resurface 
lots and build parking structures, Jeff 
Monical, consultant to Katz, said Sunday. 
The CSU borrowed $28 million by selling 
bonds from 1971-1988 The full debt will 
not be paid back until 2007. 

Permits for disabled students would be 
subsidized by the Parking Revenue Fund 
based on a sliding scale, Monical said. 

The educational equity bill “declares

On The ‘Grueling’ Tenure 








Tenure, in the teaching system, 
is a matter of getting in or getting 
Out, but once a teacher is in, it's an 
in for life. 

To achieve tenure, newly hired 
faculty must survive a six year 
probation, or tenure track process, 
before being offered a permanent 
position. CSUS faculty members 
on tenure track were notified Feb. 
15 whether their contracts were 
renewed for the 1991 academic 
year. By June 1, those who in- 
vested the requisite six years will 
find out if they qualify for tenure. 

“The frustrating thing about it, 
it’s like shooting at a moving tar- 
get because the standards change,” 
said Edward Bartlett, a professor 


why you deserve tenure,” Bartlett 
said. The file consists of research, 
curriculums. 

“Tenure is not simply a ques- 
tion of putting in time,” said Mary 
Burger, vice president of Aca- 
demic Affairs and administrator 
of the tenure system. 

CSUS has the highest percent- 
age of tenured professors at an 
accredited college in the nation, 
Burger added. Itisespful to main- 
{ain- a balance between tenured

Tenure is job insurance. It func- 
tions as a continuing contract for 
the teacher until retirement, long 
after the six year probationary 
period ends. Historically, tenure 
has prevented unwarranted dis- 
missal, kept incompetent teachers 
from entering the system, and gave 
instructors the freedom to learn, 
teach and exercise the rights of 
citizenship without reprisal. 

During the '60s, tenure pro- 
tected professors who voiced 
protests agains. the Vietnam war 
from being dismissed. UC 
Berkeley was a hotbed of radicals, 
all of whom, without tenure, would 
probably have been fired. College 
campuses have been relatively 
quiet for the last 25 years, but 
tenure still sua .. ves. 

“Some universities do not have 
it, but it (tenure) is not an idea 
whose time has gone,” Burger said. 

The goal all faculty members 
have, according to tenured Pro- 
fessor Henry Chamber of the his- 
tory department, is to achieve the 
siability that tenure offers. He 
added that the freedom from anxi- 
ety about job loss and politics is 
liberating.and there is not the 
constant worry about whether 
there is a job to come back to next

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ASI Shuns ROTC Ban

After intense debate, the Associated Students Inc. board of directors 
passed a resolution Tuesday that condemns ROTC for its ban on 
homosexuals. 

The final document resolves “that the ASI board of directors 
requests that the Extended Learning Department and Academic Senate 
investigate the ROTC program on the CSUS campus and stop any 
discriminatory practices immediately.” 

“We've made great strides to promote no racism or 
discrimination,”Rick Miller, arts and sciences director said. “Some- 
thing needs to be done about (the ban).” 

The debate centered around a concern for CSUS students who 
depend on ROTC for financial aid. Chairwoman Cheri Martin suprised 
directors when she passed the gavel and said she was concerned the 
original resolution would limit access to students. 

Miller said gay students are currently being denied access because 
of the ROTC ban. He added that ROTC students would not be restricted 
from classes if the program was moved off campus. 

Jody Eaton, first vice president, said the intention of the resolution 
was not to deny students an education, but to send a strong anti-dis- 
crimination message from a powerful student organization. 

But one director justified the ROTC policy by saying it protected 
homosexuals. 

“| heard it wasn’t discrimination, but protection,” said Shelley 
Simpson, arts and sciences director. “It can be dangerous for them to 
admit they’re homosexual.” 

According to the U.S. Army personnel policy, the presence ofpeopie 
in the military who demonstrate or have a tendency toward homosexu- 
ality “seriously impairs the accomplishment of the military mission.”

Chambers 
remembers a tenured CSUS teacher many years ago being removed because of a drug problem. 


The price to pay for a few professors who do not perform is noi too high a price to pay for the freedom 
it gives the rest of academia, said Harold Ries of the psychology department. Some teachers relax a little too 


much and their notes become outdated, he said. There are examples tc be found in various departments of 
a few who have retired on the job, but most people are trying to keep up, he said.

ramento in 1973, and lives with 
her 17-year-old daughier, Donna, 
and Cindy in Rio Linda. 

“I get more hugs from Cindy 
than anyone,” says Betty. “I make 
her do her own thing around the 
house. She has her chores, and she 
goes with me everywhere. We 
even take trips to Reno. She has a 
lot of love for her momma.” 

Cindy bears that fact out. 
When asked who her favorite 
person is, she readily says 


“mom.” Other favorites include 
shopping at K-Mart for green 
Play-doh with hez sister and p!ay- 
ing with the many dolls tha: popu- 
late her room. 

Once Cindy leaves the college- 
based program this year, she wil! 
be placed in a similar class in the 
area. Hughes, who has known 
Bogle for more than four years, 
hopes that Cindy will some day 
gain complete independence. 
“My greatest dream for her is that 
she could have a living arrange- 
ment of her choice,” says Hughes. 
“And that she would be happy, 
which for Cindy would be a job 
and lots of frends.”

CSUS Sophomore Takes The Spotlight 
Jones: The Future Of Hornet Basketball 
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On almost every basketball 
team there is that one player who 
gives it everything he’s got. 

While his contributions to the 
team are often overlooked by fans 
and the media, his attributes are 
not lost to teammates and coaches. 

The CSUS men’s basketball 
team has such a player. 

And while he toils behind the 
spotlight shown on stalwarts 
Mike Kane and Tim Little, sopho- 
more guard Mark Jones continues 
to have an impact on the rest of 
the ballclub. 

“Mark has been kind of the 
glue of our team throughout the 
year,” CSUS Head Coach Joe 
Anders said. “He has an unbe- 
lievable work ethic. Mark has 
come out all year and just out- 
worked every man on the 
ballclub every day.” 

After receiving limited play- 
ing time as a freshman, Jones 
worked extremely hard during 
the summer to improve his game 
and build up his physique. 

“He (Mark) made the commit- 
ment over the summer {0 to get 
into the weight room,” Anders 
said. “If he continues his devel- 
opment mentally and intellectu- 
ally—and I don’t see anything in 
Mark to stop him from persona! 
growth—he will be one of the 
focal points in our program.” 

Those tedious workouts dur- 
ing the summer have helped 
Mark to have a productive sopho- 
more season. 

Going into Thursday's game 
against Alaska-Anchorage, Jones 
was averaging nearly nine points 
and three rebounds a game. 

He has started every game this 
year and leads the team in min- 
utes played with an average of 
just over 31 minutes a game. He 
has also made 79 percent of his 
free throws, hitting 81 out of

Standing six feet tall, Jones is 
perhaps best recognized for his 
defense. 

Jones usually guards the op- 
position’s best offensive player. 

Jones also plays with lots of 
emouon. 

Occassionaly the zealous 
Jones will throw a spirited fist 
into the air. When he does, it 
seems to have apositive effecton 
his teammates. 

When asked if he intention- 
ally tried to pump up his ieam- 
mates by showing his emotion, 
Jones replied, “That's really just 
me being myself. I love the 
game. I just get so excited, I’m in 
my own little world out on the 
floor.” 

His teammates, however, do 
seem to respond. 

“He (Jones) plays real good, 
intense defense,” Hornet leading 
scorer Mike Kane said. “When 
he gets fired up, it gets everybody 
fired up.” 

“He is our defensive stopper,” 
Assistant Coach Rick Singer said. 

“He gives us the spirit and 
enthusiam to get over the hump.” 

He has also shown promise on 
offense. 

Against Seattle Pacific on the 
10th, Jonesie (as he is often 
called) poured ina career-high 
24 points in a 99-86 win. 

“He’s got a fine shot,” Kane 
added. “He’s justa litle reluc- 
tant to shoot.” 

Jonesie had to make a difficult 
adjustment early in the season 
when he was moved from 
starting point guard, to the start- 
ing off-guard spot. 

“Tt was a real hard transition, 
because all this summer | 
worked on being a point guard,” 
Jones said. 

The biggest adjustment was

Jones can often be seen root- 
ing for other Hornet sports 
teams, most noticeably football, 
women’s volleyball, and 
women’s basketball. 

“I like any kind of sports,” 
Jones said. “I'll be yelling and 
screaming—I get into those 
games as much as I get into my 
basketball games.” 

The classroom is another area 
where Jones is getting the job 
done.
